Old Crab twiceover'and left the rooin. 
Old. Crab now went down stairs, and 
the nursefolloWed himj for there *«

foit. him. It was deemed uiviskUe 
tliat he should quit the house ss tooa 
upossSrie, ami the sai^onstook fain 
with them, and, as it lay in their way, 
sijt him. down at hit inn. Old Cxabi 
now f^ve orders as executor, and t^ete: 
irasnone to controul him. UpmcalU 
in^ for the bills, he was not a £ttle: 
aatonished to find that Fredeiidt did 
not owe any body, one farthing except 
Ihc^rvants, and the surgeooafor their 
lut vjsdt He was an excelle&t pay-, 
master theserraots said, for he paid- 
ready mooey for every thing as it 
came ioto the faouae. The poor would 
lose ia.him a good friend, it was added,. 
for. there were no leas than four poor 
Sumlies entirely kept at his expense \. 
Eour ^es in the, year he had made it 
a rule to receive the sacrament^ aud^ 
ia addition to other charities^ arrays' 
put five-aod-twenty gniwaa into the 
plate: but the greatest charity of all,. 
and what hf had stood in the highest 
. vajL. IV. o - repute 
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nptUe for, vas, the care and kradnm 
he showed to the poor mad wonao and 
herretatioos, aird that at great expense. 
Vveiietick, by these means, had inade 
bis name too powerful to be strtick 
dowp by any casual blow ; for if aii; 
AiDg vas fuid against a man that. W 
got such a reputaiton in the netghboiM^- 
hood it was acouted at once, and 1^ 
wbo.isaid it lost his cbaracta, T^ 
hquse had been taken ready-<fumislie(i, 
for which money had been paid ia ad- 
vance,- and when Frederick was knqvD 
to be dead the owner waited upon Old 
Crab, ^d very honestly returned ,biin 
a b^Uanceof thirty pounds.- As- soon 
as his death was aononnced there ym 
a general lamentation, throughout the 
lieighbourhood. .Old Crab didovt 
stand out much against Mr. Decastro's 
cames.t e&trealies to have the remaiDi 
of biasoB put into the family- vault at 
Oaken Orove, Kt or^rs were given ac< 
cording^, and all matters e^fecuted in 
a manwr suitable to the dignity of die

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family. As soon as the coffin vupntuito 
the hearse, a large body of poor peopU 
formed themselres into a funeral prO'^ 
cession and followed the corpse to the 
boundaries of the pariah with weeping 
and lamentations !

(pared no - pains, it seems, or expense 
to get inte ; but, although he bought 
it, it was not his own, and he might 
truly b|e' said to die in a mask. He 
bad lived in a private manner, was 
viiited by, and visited, very few : none, 
indeed, but those whose houses might 
be sem from tlie tower of the parish 
church. He had offen friends on a 
visit with- him whom he never intro- 
duced in the ' neighbourhood ; he was 
never seen to drink any wine, play at 
Cards, or heard to swear an oath : he 
read a sermon and family prayers ia 
his house twice a week, and if any one 
happened to be a littlemore moral or reti- 
^ous than ordinary, folks used to say he 
o S would 
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*ouH grow to be a second Mr. Tleitn- 
ing. Old Crab tbought that it was a 
great pity people should be deceived in 
Htiis way, and had it in his head to 
anmask Mr. Iteming: but Mr. De- 
castro said that be did not see any great 
barm migbt come from leavtoghis good 
name iiodistarbed now he was gone to 
rest: not that this weighed with Old 
Crab, or an; thing Mr. Deoastro could 
say, in the present Or any other matter, 
if he thonght any good might come 
from opposing him ; but Frederick's 
reputation as a moral and religious man 
had struck such very deep roots in the 
minds of the people in this neigfaboiir- 
fiood, that Old Crab thought he might 
even do moreharm than good, by expo- 
snigsucb ati impostor ; it might bring 
disgrace, in some minds, upon the thi&g 
he pretended to be, aHid more especially 
those of the inferior classes, that had 
best not be put in a way to confound 
things. He let John Colboume have 
his wish, who very earnestly begged to 
attend 
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attend his master to his grave^ holding^ 
him by this tie only, that he should be 
paid what was due to faitn after the fu^ 
neral was over. We very well know 
that Old. Crab has beea blamed in 
givmg Colbournesuchaa opportunity 
to make bis escape, but it will be found 
tliat very little could have been done 
vith him if he had chosen to hold his 
tongue. He had let fall a thing cer- 
tainly that, had the crime been com-r 
mitted, might iiBve gcme so far as to 
have, brought him in an abettor, and 
that before two witnesses) but, asithad 
no^ very little could be made of it. 
But more has been said against Old 
Crab for npt unmasking Frederick, and 
there may be some room for it, not- 
withstanding Mr. Decastro's tenderness 
for the credit of his family. — " Brother 
John," said Old Crab, '* I have cliatiged 
my mind; I am willing to let the scoun- 
drel do what good he can, none here .
